THE ESTIMATES. 

The principle ol retrenchment whioh whs 
inaugurated by tin: llouso on Friday last 
pervaded the debates in the Assembly yes- 
terday. Tbe judicial dopartment was still 
further curtailed, and a very great reduction 
was rundi! m llio polico departmont. The 
salary ol the stipendiary magistrate was ro- 
duoed from $2250 to Sl7fi0, and a resolution 
was passud plaoing the oflice, under the 
control of the civic authorities, ho soon us a 
proper Incorporation Hill shall have bcou 
passed. The (-alary of the polico clerk was 
voted in a similar mnnnoi ; but it is 
more than probablo that tho town clerk, 
under a new * tit to ol municipal allairs, 
will do the work ol tho police clerk; 
so that a greater fi,ivin<r will roally be ef- 
fected than the amount which at present ap- 
pears. The principal discussion yesterday 
was on this transfer ol the stipendiary mngis- 
trale to tho municipality. The old arguments 
about law anil order, and the necessity ol 
having some porson in the office under Kxe- 
culivo control, instead ol under the control ol 
tho people, were brought forward, but invaiu 
The House took a more hopeful view of the 
intelligence of the community and the inde- 
pendence ol men elected to public positions. 
The Nannimo stipendiary magistrate was 
struck out, with the understanding that 
an unpaid j lslice of the p:aco should 
bo appointed until the town lull 
possess municipal institutions. We are 
glad to see the House gradually coming 
round to tho idea that the people ol Van- 
couver Island arc quito capable of taking 
care of themselves, uud that the sooner the 
full principle of local government is estab- 
lished throughout the colony the better. The 
Sooke magistro to was subjected to the same 
fate as his brother official of Nannimo. No- 
thing could show better the burlesque ol this 
oflice than the humorous description which 
Mr. Carswoll gave yesterday of the amount 
of magisterial business transacted at Sooke, 
the charactor of it when it was transacted, 
and the sum which the sinecure had cost 
tho colony. The coolness with which the 
Executive sends such an estimate down t>. the 
House is almost worthy of our admiration. 
But one cuse, says Mr. Carswoll, was tried dor 
ing tho year, and it had to be re-adjudicated 
upon, costing the colony an additional 8>200 — 
making in all •'rJlOOO a year thrown away. 
And we ure naively called upon by the 
Executive to pay for a repetition ol tho 
farce, at a lime when eveiy one is striving to 
eeonomiao to tho utmost. 

The roduclion in the police estimate is, 
we have said, very large. The «Slu,'J92 h 
been cut down to 55,750. This department, 
like that of the magistrate, is to he turned 
over to the city authorities. It is really time 
that the cbango should take place ; for 
ol all the cumbrous, expensive and use- 
less pieces of machinery, this certainly 
bears the palm. It' we dressed up a scaven- 
ger in court costume we could not possibly 
make out a more ludicrous spectacle than the 
tinselled hobby which litis boon loisted on 
the people of Victoria for the performance 
of tho very simple duty of looking alter the 
peace and order of the city.

It will bo seen by the above that the 
amount saved or reduced yesterday by the 
House is 812,642 ; adding this to Saturday's 
result, and wo have the very largo sum ol 
8.13,717 saved to the country. The total 
amount of tho official estimates which have 
so far come up before the members is $73,9-11 ; 
and hut $41,214 oT this has been voted, 
What the action of the [louse of An 
sembly will be on tho large amounts put 
down in the estimates under tho head " Ex- 
elusive of Establishments," it won I.I be diffi. 
cult to say, but we expect very material re- 
dactions in the various items, especially hose 
comprised in the words " petty expense«'i 
and " contingencies." It is from Iheso His 
Excellency has been enabled to pay officials 
whoso salaries were never voted by | he 
House. Several resolutions which the House 
passed last session, for the purpose of econo- 
mising, were quietly put' aside hy M,o Execu- 
tive, and oflices which were struck out <-r 
amalgamated were allowed to go on undis- 
turbed. The disgraceful shufllo which v.v. 
made of the oflices of Superintendent and In 
epector of 1'oliec would, in any other colony, 
have led to nothing less than the removal ol 
ibo Governor who made himself a party to it. 
As it is, His Excellency will bavo every 
reason to bo thankful it ho is not obliged to 
pay, out of his own pookol, every farthing that 
has been spent for the year 1805 which wus 
nut, duly authorised by tho House of Assem- 
bly. Representative bodlos, however email, 
are not shams, and the Assembly of Vancou- 
ver Island has loo samo control in money 
matters over the Governor as the greatest 
representative assemblage in the colonial 
empire has over its Executive head, it is in 
this oouneotion that Governor Kennedy 
Htalids ill ho precarious u position, He has 
but one duty and, despite his being a repres 
sentallvo of the ■oy.etei^n, that duty Is in the 
present Instance to obey. The people ol 



Vonoouvor Island sny thoy are both unwill- 
ing and unable to support tho expensive ^bh 
lablishmontH which the Governor asks them 
to sustain — they draw out thoir programme of 

economy and submit it to the Executive. Let 
the latlor body beware of tho madness wbicb 
the ancients lell us always precedes destruc- 
tion. The people uro hound to have their 
own way, if all tho Governors between this 
and the Colonial Olfice wero determined on 
the contrary. They are bound to pay just 
as much as they please to tho support of the 
Govern k'feut, fund «hey are bound to main- 
tain thoir representative institutions invio- 
late. If Governor Kannody valuos public 
approbation, if ho values lu'sj poaition, if he 
values bis future prospeotB and advancement, 
ho will do woll to avoid coining into colljs<. 
ion with tho inhabitants of Vancouver Is- 
land— he will do woll to drive away the 
vipers that aro luring him, by foolish advice, 
to his own destruction. We say Ihis sincer 
ely, with the best feeling fur His Excellency, 
and in tho hopo lhat ho will the present year 
regain by popular acts that good opinion 
which the inhabitants, a year and a hall ago, 
had of him and his administration.

— A curious discovery interest 
iDg to tho students of political history ha3 
boon made in Iho library of the Mechanics'

ol books presented lo the Literary Assoeia j 
tion an old copy has been fouud of " Itoid on 
tho Human Mind," dated 1794, containing 
uulographs of Francis Homer (1797) and 
Lord William Russell ; the book is annotated 
throughout with cross referoiicos to Iho phi,, 
losophical works of Iho celobrated Dugald 
Stowurt, evidently in the handwriting of 
the formor. lioih Homer and Russell wore 
college contemporaries, and intellectual riviils 
of Henry Brougham, Francis Jeffrey, Sir 
James Macintosh, Henry Cockbum, Mon- 
crieff, and a host ol other literary celebrities. 
They wore ulso permanent members o( the 
Speculative Society of the University ol 
I'M in burgh, when debates upon Iho current 
topics of tho ilny waxed furious, and moral 
and philosophical questions wore discussed ' 
1 with all the earnestness and critical acumen 
of youthful enthusiasm ; it is a significant 
lact that most ol the disputants subsequently 
became famous in their generation. The 
I a t o Marquis of Lundadowne and present 
I'-nrl Russell trained their budding parlia» 
raentary debating powers in this school ol 
oratory. Homer, alter attaining a conspic- 
uous position in the ranks of the Whig party, 
died in tho prime of life. Ho was a remark- 
able illustration ol what can be accomplished 
by ordinary talent, cultivated by unwearied 
assiduity ; he was an esteemed contributor to 
tho early nuinburs of Iho " Edinburgh Uo» 
view."

Mr. Cochrane obtained leave to introduce 
a bill to provide, for the registration ol cattle 
brands.

Mr. DeCosmos moved tho first reading of 
a bill relating to femes- 

FRANCHISE BILL. 

This bill came up lor a third reading. 

Dr. Ash opposed tho bill decidedly, us it 
destroyed property qualification, and was not 
at all adapted to this colony — by allowing 
residents only to vote it threw the represent- 
ation into the hands of those who paid the 
least taxes. He would like to hear the boo, 
member lor Sooke stale whom he represented, 
ami what was his position in regard to his 
constituency. He (Dr. Ash) would earnestly 
appeal to the lion, members < f tho House to 
consider whom they proposed to disfranchise 
by this bill. The bill if passed would change 
the entire constituency of the colony. 

Mr. M Clure thought that tho arguments of 
llie hon. member for Metchosin were alto, 
gather in I'uvor of the bill. The bill would 
make a change in thu personality of the 
(louse, or it wuuld not. It it made a ohungo 
it would show that the present House did not 
represent the peur.le ; if it would make no 
change then the Houso would bo no worse 
so far as tho bill is concerned, than it is now. 
He (Mr. M'Olure) thought it absurd that 
only ono class should bo represented. All 
classes should have a voice in the representa- 
tion of tho country. Tho object should be 
to induce the settlei to tako an interest in 
ihe country. 

Mr, Carswell in reply to the lion, member 
for Metchosin would liko to know what was 
wrong with thu Sooke representation (laugh- 
ter), lie did not think Sooke ought to be 
considered the smallest constituency or of 
tbe least importance. Another election, 
however, would show that such was not Ihe 
caBo, as many votes had been recently 
added (hear, hear). 

Mr. DeCostnoa supported tho bill in a 
brief and forcible manner, and the third 
reading was carried. Ayes— DeO ,109, (Jura- 
well, Dennes, Duncan, Dickson, Cunningham, 
M'Olure, Trimble- a. Noes— Ash, Powell, 
Cochrane — 3. 

F I N A N C E COMMIT T E E . 

Dr. Powell asked if the Committee of 
Finance had any report to make to the llou^e. 
lie would like to know what progress Ihov 
had made, and what information they had 
gained from the Government. 

Mr. DeCosmos said when a diroct enquir> 
wus made regarding any particular matter 
the Committee would no doubt be ubln to 
give the information sought. 

Mr. Cochrane said ho voted for that Com- 
mittee with tho understanding that such in- 
formation as thoy might obtain would be 
information for thu House, and not (or the 
private benefit of the Committee.

JUDICIAL. 

Stipendiary Magistrate, 82250, 

Mr. DoCosmos moved that the Stipendiary 
Magistrate of Victoria be abolished, and (bat 
the office be placed under the jurisdiction ol 
thu city, at a salary ol SlfiOO, by a proper 
Act of Incorporation. He believed the 
wisest ootirsu on the part ol this House would 
ha to placo the entire police department un- 
der thu control ol the city, und his motion 



allowed the municipality to dispense with 
tho Stipendiary Magistrate altogether if they 

liked. 

Mr. Duncan was id favor of placing tho 
police and gaols under tho Corporation, but 
in the mean time, as tho present ollicial fillod 
the ollice yery well, he would support the 
motion it the present salary wus continued 
uatil an Act bo passed handing tho dopait- 
mone over to the city, and ho hoped tho Act 
would he passed at once. It wus a recog- 
nisod ovil to underpay those who had tho ad- 
ministration of justice (hear, hear). 

Mr. MoCluro introduced a rider that the 
office us it at present stands subject to tho 
salary shall be retained until a now Corpora- 
tion bill bo passed. 

Dr. Helmokon was opposed to tho whole 
soheme, and Ihonnlit thai instead of boing a 
I source of economy it would bu found quite 
tho reverse, and the preservation of peace 
and order would not be half ns efliciont or 
satisfactory. The Stipendiary Magistrate 
disposed of between two and three thousand 
cases in the course ol the your, and it was not 
to be expected that any Mayor would de- 
vote so much ol bis tune to tho duties, nor 
could ho be expected to be conversant with 
maritime and commercial law. He depr 
catid altogether the placing of the polioo 
and the magistracy under tho municipality, 
though he was willing to see the Corporation 
have extended powers. 

Mr. Duncan ihouglit tho bnn. gentleman 
was mistaken in his views. Had the police 
been under Ihe cuntrol ol tho municipality, 
us they should, they would not have been 
used, as on a recent occasion — tho Church 
Reserve — to have resisted the people in ob- 
taining what belonged to them. 

Mr. Coehrano rose to set the hon. gentle- 
man right. The police on that occasion wero 
only employed to preserve public order. 

The Chairman called thu hon. gentleman 
to order. 

Mr. McCluro did not desire to say anything 
against tho present Stipendiary Magistrate, was ci atinss th 
lor whom ho entertained great respect. But by tbe lit 
ho wanted to see tbe office placed under mu- of the Assemt 
nieipal control. Tho ideas brought forward Uovernmeot (li 
by the lion. Speaker would lend ono to llio Dr. lb 
beliel that the people til Vancouver Island were not 
were a very lawless set and unfit to discharge vtrry free to m„ 
the duties of citizens, one ol which required 
every man to be a speciaT constable. Now, 
so far hs his [Mr. McClure's] expeiieooe went 
he would say that the population of tbo 
colony was as intelligent, as law-abiding, 
and as fit to cany out all the responsibilities 
of a free people as uny population under the 
sun. There was too much of the Russian 
ideas of government in somo of the lion gen- 
tlemen. They appeared to bo always fancy- 
ing that a man was going to commit somo 
depredation, and that he required to be care- 
fully watched. Why, ho saw populous com- 
munities in other British colonies, in which 
the basis of society was little better than 
couvictism, exhibit every sign of peace and 
o-der, without a single policeman. There was 
always something in an English community 
that tended, without the nid of constabulary, 
to the preservation of peace. If tho honble. 
Speaker, who wub an udmirer of Knglisb pre- 
cedent, wanted one for an elective magistrate, 
theie was tho Lord Mayor of London. Pub- 
lic opinion in this matter should be also con- 
sidered, and ho would remind ihe com mi Hoc 
of the very largo and very respectable peti- 
tion which wus presented to the House last 
session, praying for thu incorporation of tho 
oflico of Stipendiary Magistrate with lh;it ol 
Mayor. 

Dr. Helmcken perfectly agreed with the 
hon. gentleman that the people of Victoria 
were the most intelligent, honorable, virtu- 
ous morul and everything else. The hon. 
gentleman bad spoken of a convict town in 
a colony of some 20,000 inb'ibiunta, where 
there was tint a policeman. He would un- 
dertake to say there » ji a city guvornment 
of some kind. 

Mr. MoOlnre — Yes ; municipal. 

Dr. Helmcken proceeded to say that the 
Mayor could not be expected to adjudicate 
on all the cases that would be brought before 
him ; and as to the case of the Lord Mayor 
of London, that did not at all bear on the 
case. There was a special Act for him, but 
his was not the Magistrate's Court. 

Mr. DeCosmos — Yes. 

Mr. Dennes — No. 

Dr. Helmcken explained the position ol 
tho Lord Mayor of London, and tlion alluded 
to the petition formerly sent in for placing 
the police department in the hands ol tho 
Corporalioc, and said the history of that pe- 
tition was well known. 

Mr. DeCosmos— What was it J 

Dr. Helmcken— Does tho hon. gentleman 
remember the time when we wero called 
traitors ' 

Mr. DeCosmos— You, you mean ( laughter) . 

Dr. Helmcken— Well, 1 if you like. Does 
he remember tho excitement at that time? 
The public meeting 1 How the Executive 
was then in the oscondant with tho people ? 
Iitit 1 doubt very much whether such a peti- 
tion could be got up now. 

Mr. DeCosmos — Ves ; a larger ono. 

Dr. Helmcken, before concluding, alluded 
to tho gentleman who fills tho office of Sti- 
pendiary Magistrate in high terms of praise, 
in which the House concurred, and said he 
did not think S1000 was suliicient for a gen- 
tleman holding the position with a family to 
keep. 

Mr. DeCosmos repliod at somo length to 
the hon. gcntlcm.,- . maintaining that a mag- 
istrate, whether punt or unpaid, was n Justice 
ol the Peace, and the emolument attached lo 
the olficc did not afiect the integrity of the 
official. He!did not see why the British piece 
dent should not be followed in this case, leaving 
it to the Corporation to vote a salary to the 
magistrate out of the municipal funds. So 
lar as the pay was concerned, if it was moved 
that the salary be $1700 instead of SloOO, 
he should not oppose it, though ho thoug il 
thu latter sum ought lo suffice. 

Mr. M'Olure merely rose lo set the hon. 
Speaker right with regard to the petition. 
The document did not como to the House at 
a time ol excitement whon the tide ran high 
in f.ivor ol the Executive, but nearly a year 
afterwards ; (hear, hear) ; but if it had it 
would have been a curious way to show the 
po- ular love lor the Executive to apply lor 
dispossessing it of one ol its principal of- 
fices. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Powell had alwayrt been in favor of 
placing the police department under the con- 
trol of the city [hear, bearl and would favor 
the motion with a compromise in the salary 
which ho moved be S1750. 

Mr. Dennes was wholly opposed to the sti- 
pendiary magistrate being placod under the 
control of tbo city as numerous cases came 
up lor him to adjudicate upon requiring a 
man of sound practical knowledge, and bo- 
sides the Corporation had no lends to pay a 
magistrate. He was in lavor of tho item 
being passed us it r lood. 

Mr. Cochrane said it might suit hon. mem 
bers if ho moved that tho stipendiary mag- 
istrate be transferred by not to the Corpora- 
tion at a salary of S1750 to be paid out of 
the civic fund. 

Dr. Powell Ihouglit it unjust to saddle tho 
Corporation with any such provision ; they 
might huvu tho duties performed lor $1500. 

Mr. Carswell advocated tho payment ot 
tho magistrate's salary out of the general 
revenue, as that ollicial would berouflor have 
lo adjudicate out ol his own district, in lact 
most ol the casos oamo Irom outlying dis- 
tricts, and ho thought it was an exporiBe that 
should well bo borne by llio country.
